Hitler’s grave and perhaps fatal 
blunder in attacking Russia be- 
comes more apparent every day as 
the Russian counteroffensive con- 
tinues to push the Germans back. 

Geographically, the Russian gains 
appear small in comparison to the 
vast segment of Soviet territory 
which the Germans took since the 
Start of their invasion last June 22. 


However, it must be remembered 
that the Germans took almost six 
; months to reach the peak of their 
advance. while the Russian drive 
has been in progress only a month. 


The important thing is not that 
the German advance has been halt- 
ed but that the Nazis are in Steady 

| retreat and that there are no signs 

of any slackening of the Russian 
pressure. Since Hitler undertook 
| personal direction of the war, Ger- 
man losses have increased and the 
troops have fallen back from posi- 
; tions which Hitler had intended to 
‘hold as a winter line. 


There is no telling how far the 
Russians may drive the Germans 
back. It requires time to prepare 
defense positions for an army in 
retreat and it is’ not impossible 
that Hitler may have to fall back 
west of the Dneiper before posi- 
tions can be readied for his army 
to stem the Russian advance. 

Full credit for the turning of the 
tide against 
be given to the weather. The mili- 
tary skill of the Russian generals, 
the Russian superiority in man- 
power and the flow of equipment 
which the Russians have somehow 
managec ‘Oo maintain have played 
the greater part. 


It is a question of how long the 
| Russians can keep up their pace. 
'Of manpower, there is no doubt. 
Equipment is another problem. 
However, British foreign secretary 
Eden, returning to London from 
Moscow, reported that he was “as- 
tounded” at the way Russian pro- 
duction had come back after the 
losses inflicted by the Germans in 
| the early months of the war. This 
will be increasingly supplemented 
by the British and Americans, 
which seemed to have agreed that 


Japan is a secondary goal and can | 


be crushed at will when the pri- 
mary object of putting Hitler out 
of business has been achieved. 

While it is true that Russian 
; arms get the major credit for the 
; German reverse, the part ‘é€ing 
| played by the weather cannot be 
‘minimized. The German rout be- 
gan before the worst of the winter 
had set in, when they were at the 
gates of Moscow and appeared to 
/ have it in their grasp. 

Now they are facing the bitter 
months of January and February. 
At the moment a wave of intense 
cold has swept down from the Arc- 
; tic and has the Russian Steppes in 
a grip of death. The Germans are 
‘not equipped for it, and the Russ- 
ians are. Hitler’s appeal to the 
German people for second hand 
clothing is not likely to offset the 
life saving furs which the Russians 
wear. Eden reported that he found 
the Germans thinly clad, judging 
from prisoners with whom he 
talked, while the Russians were 
warm and well-equipped. 


The final outcome of the war may 
be decided on the battlefields of 
Russia. Few on the allied side ex- 
pect early victory, but this winter 
could conceivably mark the turning 
point for Hitler, and the beginning 
of his gradual decline. Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-Shek observed that 
Japan, in attacking the United 
States, had swallowed poison to 
}quench her thirst. The same may 
turn out to be true of Hitler’s at- 
tack on Russia.

Of Parents 


By GARRY CLEVELAND MYERS, Ph.D. 


@ In a normal family there are 
two parents. This fact we too often 
overlook. But our children don’t, 
Frequently they are reminded of it 
tragically. 

Time was when it was assumed 
that the father was the family 
monarch. He always was to have 
the final word. Some do yet. Other 
fathers try, but if they have wives 
with intelligence and self-respect, 
they meet with strong resistances, 
At such times the children have to 
face the hazards of “no man’s 
land.” 

No matter what one’s theories 
may be, the newer freedom and 
responsibilities of women make 
equal authority and responsibility 
for the children by both parents 
most nearly ideal. They are a come 
mittee of two, with no chairman. 


Teamwork Best 


But with such a relationship; in- 
evitable problems do arise. When 
either one dominates clearly, and 
his or her dominance is graciously 
accepted, there will as a rule be 
| fewer temporary conflicts. But 
, also there will be less planning 
/ and thinking together by the 
parents, less give and take, less 
need of exercising sportsmanship. 
Consequently there will be less 
growtn in character in bcta 
parents, less contribution to the 
weifare of the children, than when 
tne parents work out together a 
| practical program for the upbringe 


ing of their children. 

For both parents to function at 
their best, there must be continu- 
ous effort by each to cultivate 
sportsmanship toward the other; 
to adjust the self and to exercise 
deference to the other; continuous 
interchange of point of view in a 
calm, deliscrate feshion. This, of 
course, is not easy. 


Anticipating Problems 


To this end young parents, es- 
pecially the young married pair 
who are expectant parents, have 
great possibilities for mutual 
growth in parenthood. When they 
know a child is coming the ideal 
pair spend many hours together 
talking over their points of vicw, 
making ready to adjust themselves 
to the child when he has been born, 
and to each other in relation to 

, him. 

They plan for his upbringing, 
thinking through together their 
objectives, and how they are go- 
ing to arrive at these objectives; 
his habits, and how they best can 
be guided and developed. 

Once the child arrives, many 
new problems will arise that were 
‘not foreseen. These they will 

meet in the same calm, sportsman- 
like manner in which they ccn- 
sidered hypothetical problems pre- 
vious to his birth.

Latrobe, named for the civil en- 
gineer who constructed the first 
railroad in the United States is one 
of the youngest towns in the 
county. Before 1864 this section 
was known as Miller’s Corral. John 
Miller was the moving force in the 
little community; he ran a store 
and a hotel and in 1864 auctioned 
lots when the town proper was be- 
ing laid out as the terminus of the 
Placerville, Sacramento Valley Rail- 
road. Latrobeans tell you with 
pride that their school grounds, a 
gift of Miller’s are the largest in 
the county. The cottage near the 
railroad tracks where Tenny Miller 
came as a bride is still pointed out 
to strangers. 

In its period of prosperity La- 
trobe was connected with every 
corner of the county by means of 
eight stages.

Its eighteen rooms, halls 
and stairways seem conscious of the 
generations of feet that have trod- 
den them. It is natural that me- 
mentoes of the past should be found 
in a house like this one. Alluring 
and full of stories are the old por- 
traits hanging on the walls. One of 
the most interesting is that of Mrs. 
Simas’s father Mark Wood Juckes 
clad in the fashion of his day and 
wearing a top hot. Mark Juckes

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Farmers are going to get a big | 
share of the new machinery they'll | 
need to keep the food for freedom 
program going full speed. Defense | 
officials have promised 83 per cent | 
as much new machinery in 1942 as | 
was made this year. And in view of | 
the record production in 1941, 83 | 
per cent isn’t a bad amount at that. 

The farm equipment problem has |} 
been a serious one for the past sev- 
eral months. Defense needs for | 
critical metals have cut into ma- 
chinery production sharply. In 
many cases entire factories have 
had to close down because of the | 
lack of priorities on farm imple- , 
ments. 

But agriculture officials have kept 
insisting that farm equipment is 
necessary to keep production at the | 
same level required. A constant ef- 
fort has been made to obtain a high 
priority rating for farm machinery 
needs. | 

Now that the new year is here 
and production of the record farm 
products promised in ’42 soon will 
start, defense leaders realized that 
materials will be made available | 
immediately. Further delay might 
make the manufacture of machin- | 
ery too late for use this season. 

In setting the quota of new ma- | 
chinery for 1942 at 83 per cent of 
the present year’s production, de- | 
fense officials and farm leaders | 
took into consideration the probable 
need for much more machinery of 
certain types. 

Dairy farmers are planning to 
produce a lot more milk next year | 
and therefore will need more eqiup- 
ment. The manufacture of milk- 
ing machines, as a result, has been 
set at more than double the pres- 
ent production.

SACRAMENTO, (lP)—The Cali- | 
fornia cooperative crop reporting 
service announced today the pre- 


liminary estimate of wheat seeded | 
or to be seeded in California for 
1942 is 711,000 acres. a 17 per cent 
decrease from the 857,000 acres 
sown for the 1941 crop. and 865.000 
for 1940. 

Based on reports from growers as 
of Dec. 1, the estimates showed 
that the condition of wheat was 77 
per cent of normal, comparing with 
81 per cent a year ago, 79 per cent 
of two years ago, and 79 per cent 
for the 10-year Dec. 1 average. 
Rains in November and October 
made it possible to seed wheat un- 
der excellent moisture conditions 
seedings came up promptly, and 
good stands have generally been ob- 
tained. 

Since Dec. 1, moisture conditions 
have favored the continued seeding 
of wheat and temperatures have 
been conductive to steady growth. 

The national seeding estimate for 
1942 of 39,318,000 acres is 14 per 
cent less than 1941, in line with re- 
duced 1942 wheat allotments. :
